Civil War Veteran, Dies Satur­ 


day Night of Paralysis.

Benjamin B. Smith, SO years old, 
a prominent attorne y and veteran of 
the ( 'ivil war, died S a tu rd a y night at 
9:45 o'clock at hi- home in North 
H arrison street, following a stroke 
<>f paralvsis su fibred last Wednesday 
Mr. Smith has been in failing health 
for the past few yearw hut his con­ 
dition was not 
considered 
serious 
until lu-t week. 


Mr. Smith retired from the active 
practice of his profe--;on last J a n ­ 
uary. 
He was widely known, 
not 
only in Rush county and the Sixth 
District, hut all over the state, as

Upon the completion of his college 
course he began the study of law in 
the office of Delaney R. Fckles at 
Green astle.

moving to Columbus Mr. Smith en­ 
listed as a private in Company D,

He proved an efficient soldier 
and 
his abilities were such that he was 
soon promoted to the rank of second 
lieutenant, then first lieutenant and 
finally became captain of the c o m ­ 
pany.

Benjamin .L. Smith, 80 Years Old, 


Civil War Veteran, Dies Satur- 


day Kight of Paralysis. 


TIRELESS, VIGOROUS WORKER 


Military Record One lie Had Cause 


to be Proud of—ActiveJn Poli- 


tical Life. 


. Benjamin L. .Smith, 80 years old, 
a prominent attorney and veteran of 
the Civil war, died Saturday night at 
9 :45 • o'clock at his home in North 
Harrison street, following a stroke 
of paralysis suffered last Wednesday 
Mr. Smith has been in failing health 
for the past few years, but his con- 
dition was not considered serious 
until last week. 


Mr. Smith retired from the active 


practice of his profession last Jan- 
nary. He was widely known, 
not 


only in Rush county and the Sixth 
District, but all over the state, as 
an attorney of .great ability. He was 
the oldest member of the local bar 
association. 


Benjamin L. Smith was born in 


Union township, this county, Nov. 
29, 1835. He was a son of Ebenezer 
and Mary A. Smith, who settled 'in 
Rush county in 1834. . Mr. Smith' 
spent his boyhood on a farm and in- 
1853 entered Asbury University, now. 
DePauw, University at 
Grecneastlev

In July 1862 he moved to Colum- 


bus, Ind., where he took up the ac- 
tive practice of law. Shortly after 
moving to Columbus Mr.- Smith en- 
lis'ted as a private in Company D, 
Sixty-seventh Indiana: Volunteers. 
He proved an efficient soldier and 
his abilities were such that he was 
soon promoted to the rank of second 
lieutenant, then first lieutenant and 
finally became captain of, the com- 
pany. At the end of the war he was 
mustered out in this rank. In ad- 
dition to serving as captain of his 
company he acted as aide de camp 
XJn the staff of Major General John 
A. McClerand and Major General'E. 
0. Cord, at the Thirteenth Army 
Corps headquarters' from February 
1863 until April 1864. During the 
war he was in the following battles:

abroad was to inake a regulation 
which upon its fae«j applied to all 
countries but which was really-aimed 
principally at us. To stop these un- 
fair discriminations, iby convention 
or regulation, and also to create a 
mechanism which would automatic- 
ally take the place ,of negotiation, 
was the purpose , ^of the maximum 
and minimum clause. Senator Cum- 
mins said: "The people of the west- 
ern country are more deeply inter- 
ested in this phase of the -subject 
;han in any other of the tariffs. Our 
3rodupts are excluded at the present 
iine from France entirely, and they 
are rapidly being excluded from Ger- 
many " The clause provided 
that 


after March 31, 1910, a duty of 25 
per .cent ad valorem additional to 
the rates prescribed should .be levied 
on all imports from countries dis- 
criminating against American goods. 
Those countries jwhich could show to 
the satisfaction 
of the 
President 


that they were not 
discriminating 


against our goods, should have ihe 
benefit of the scheduled rates oJ 
duty.

Champ Clark, 
in denouncing the tariff revision, ex- 
claimed: "That is not the worst, 
however, for on March 31, 1910, an 
additional increase of 25 per cent atf 
valorem will.be placed on nearly ev- 
ery item—which is protection run 
mad."

more pronounced pressure for peace 
in the Central Empires than among 
the other belligerent nations. " 


The primary cause of ithe war has 


Been lost this year to both of the or- 
iginal participants. The conflict be- 
gan over the ^reconcilable Balkan 
difference 
ofiRrissTa and Anstro- 


Hungary. Each power wanted to toe 
supreme 
in Southeastern 
Europe. 


The end of the fighting in 1915-finds 
Russia held in chock beyond the Bal- 
kan border, while .Austro-Hungary is 
playing a minor military part 
in 


Seilbia under the direction of Mar- 
shal von Mackensen and -the German 
General Staff. 
German 
influences 


are now dominant in the Balkans. 
The ivaiser has -wrested the first 
prize of the war from the Slavs 
themselves, and from his own South- 
ern ally as well. 


Bulgaria's entrance into ithe con- 


flict on the side of the Teutons has 
been 'the' year's most important de- 
velopment. .The military consequence 
which have followed Bulgaria's ac- 
tion, have given to the Germans , a 
clear road. from ^Berlin to Bagdad. 
The; Jljsopbtamian^. metropolis has 
long teen marked toy German states- 
men to become the Berlin: of the 
Middle East and (the center of Ger- 
many's place in the srin. The year's 
events having opened for Germans1 


the rear entrance 'into Bagdad, the 
Kaiser must continue" to fight to the 
point of exhaustion for permanent 
ipossosion of tliis precious right of 
way. 
The British' fleet. •can. prevent 


Germany from expanding: overseas, 
hut it cannot block the road to the 
new empire in the east.. This is the

An Anglo-Indian expedition, after
